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BOLDHOLDUPMAN | 
CAPTURED BY GIRL 


Ingenuity of Stenographer 


Leads to Arrest of Man 
Who Had Robbed 
Her Employer. 


MAKES HIM TALK TO HER. 


Thief Finally Agrees to Lead an 
Honest Life, and Then 
She (Calls the 
Police. 


A holdup man was himself held up through 
the pregence of mind of a girl in the offices 
of the Great Western Smelting and Refining 
company, 178-189 West Kinzle street, yester- 
day afternoon. This unusual situation fol- 
lowed a “ first act which was different and 
which was as bold a robbery as has taken 
place in weeks. The holdup man is now ina 
cell at the Desplames street police station, 
having been outwitted by the young woman 
stenographer. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon business in the 
office of the smelting company was being 
transacted as usual. Clara Marcus, the 16 
year old stenographer, was taking dictation 
from Charles Bloom, a member of the firm. 
Samuel Spiro, a clerk, was working some 
distance away. 


Ordered to Throw Up Hands. 

A few minutes later two strangers entered. 
One drew a revolver and, pointing it at the 
head of Bloom, demanded that he throw up 
his hands. While Bloom was complying 
the holdup man gave a similar order to 
Spiro. The holdup men did not deign to no- 
tice the little stenographer, who continued 
her work as coolly as if the men were Bar- 
gaining for an order of metal. 

The taller of the two men, who later gave 
the name of Richard Fosburg, handled the 
revolver while his companion searched the 
pockets of Bloom and Spiro, obtaining $23. 
The money was handed over to Fosburg. 

Now you blow out of nere while I stand 
guard,“ said Fosburg to his partner. 

The second man opened the front door 
of the office and took to his heels, while Fos- 
burg, holding his revolver in a menacing 
position, leaned against the door. Miss Mar- 
cus arose from her work and sauntered leis- 
urely toward the rear door. 

Just a moment taere, none of that. I don’t 
want you to leave here,“ said Fosburg. 

O, very well,” replied the girl, seating 
herself at the typewriter from which she 
had arisen a moment before. 


Girl Talks to Robber. 

The holdup man remained at his post, and 
the office staff had remained seated for some 
moments when Miss Marcus again broke 
the silence, this time by addressing the 
holdup man. 

“You seem to be a pretty decent sort of a 
fellow to be in the holdup business,” she 
said to Fosburg. “I don’t see why you 


Gon't get a job and go to work.“ 


The girl spoke to the holdup man as coolly 
as if she had been discussing some trivial 
matter with a chance caller in the office. 
Fosburg was as surprised to hear her talking 
to him in this manner as were the others in 
the office, He looked at her for some mo- 
ments before answering. 

Well, a fellow don’t get any chance to be 
on the square in this town,’’ he said at last. 
I have tried to get work, and I have failed.”’ 

Don't you want to be a thief, then?’ 
Miss Marcus continued, all the time watch- 
ing through the glass doors of the office to 
the adjoining room, where mechanics were 
working within the call of her voice. 

“No, I don't,“ replied Fosburg. “If I 
could get work I would be glad to earn an 
honest living.” 


Willing to Give Him Job. 

„Do you want a job?” asked Bloom, who 
was just recovering from his surprise at the 
temerity of his stenographer. 

“T just said I did,“ replied the holdup 
man. 

“Tf that’s true, I am willing to give you a 
chance,“ said Bloom. This time he kept one 
corner of his eye on the adjoining room. 
„If you will throw that revolver down I'll 
give you a job right now.” g 

Fosburg looked at Bloom a moment, then 


dropped his weapon on the table that sep- 


arated him from the man who had made him 
the peculiar offer. An instant later Bloom 
had seized it and was pointing it at Fosburg. 

‘Now it’s your turn to hold up your 


hands,“ said Bloom. 


Fosburg appeared dazed for a moment. 
He looked at the weapon without moving. 
He had no notion of being held up, however, 
and he turned and made a dash for the 
door. Spiro and Bloom were upon him ina 
moment and dragged him to the floor. 


Miss Marcus Calls Police. 

Mise Marcus watched the struggle, and, 
seeing the holdup man. had been overpowered, 
she went to the telephone and called up the 
Desplaines street station. Some mechanics 
were summoned from a rear room and the 
prisoner was led back. The stenographer, 
however, appeared to have lost interest in 
the case, and returned to her work at the 
typewriter. 

“TI thought that, by engaging him in con- 
versatlon, I might in some manner keep him 
here until I attracted the attention of the 
men in the back room,” said the girl, after 
Fosburg had been taken away “I was 
thinking of some scheme all the time I was 
talking. No, I wasn’t afraidofhim. Holdup 
men don’t shoot women if they have any 
bravery in them at all.” 

Fosburg sullenly seated himself upon the 
board which will serve as his bed in ae 
Desplaines street station for some time, re- 
fusing to talk of the case. So far as can be 
learned he has no Chicago record as a crim- 
inal. 


HIGH CLIMBER NOW PENNILESS. 


Original Steeplejack Applies to Police 
for Aid After Spending $100,- 
000 He Had Earned. 


After having dissipated $100,000 he had 
earned as a steeplejack, Joseph Norris, 65 
years old, applied at the South Chicago po- 
lice station last night for a night's lodging. 

Norris has worked in England, Scotland. 
Ireland, France, and Germany since he left 
his: residence in Iowa forty-five years ago.

From the moment the gong sounded and 
the talk began the room was ore buzz of 
conversation upon every subject that could 
be imagined by the members of the com- 
mittee.

TRIES SUICIDE BY DROWNING;

800 Pound German Floats Like Cork 
on Back—Gets Mad Because He Can’t 
Put Head Under.

TRIES TO STOP FAST DRIVER; 
POLICEMAN IS FATALLY HURT. 


Joseph McGee Is Run Down and Killed 
by Speeding Newspaper Wagon on 
West Side. 


Policeman Joseph McGee, 30 years old, 529 
West Van Burén street, died at the county 
hospital at 2 o’clock this morning, as the 
result of injuries received when run over an

LONDON PAUPERS IN CLOVER 


Workhouse Better than Most 
Palaces of Belted Earls. 


LUXURY KING CANNOT HAVE. 


Mosaic Floors and Incrusted Dados 
Cost Taxpayers Mightily. 


LONDON, May 9.—London paupers live in 
luxury that has been denied even to King 
Edward. 

Few baronial mansions or castles of knights 
or belted earls rival in magnificence the 
splendors of the workhouse of the London 
borough of Hammersmith. 

This fact was revealed today by the report 
of the local government board, which has 
been investigating poor law expenditures, 

The British taxpayers contemplate the fig- 
ures in sheer amazement. 


Poorhouse Like a Palace. 

The entrance to the building ts between 
handsome screens of plate glass. One of the 
floors is of tiled mosaic work, surrounded 
by a dado of encaustic ware of the most ex- 
pensive type. Every part of the building is 
brilliantly lighted with electricity. 

A system of duplicate wiring had been in- 
stalled. 

Counsel for the Rate Payers’ association 
said this system had been suggested recently 
for Buckingham palace, but it was rejected 
on the ground of expense. 

The dining hall is almost baronial in style, 
and equal to anything in any of the great 
colleges of the country. The light to this 
room is softly diffused by means of stained 
glass windows. 


Cost Was $1,300,000. 

The site and the building cost over $1,300,- 
000, which is equivalent, so far as has been 
ascertained, to the rate of $1,675 per bed.

In this magnificence the Hammersmith 
paupers live in idleness. They sleep in airy 
bedrooms, with lace curtains and tinted 
walls. Soft carpets sink underneath their 


feet. 

They loll in richly upholstered divans in 
smoking rooms. Softly shaded lamps fur- 
nish light in spacious reading rooms, 

Other interesting features included the cost 
of the cooking apparatus, $15 per pauper, 
while the annual cost of electricity is also 
$15 per individual. 


* Due to Socialist Zeal. 

The workhouse was built and suppiled by 
the zeal of the socialist council which for 
years ruled London. 

So extravagant was the socialist expendi- 
tures for the benefit of these paupers that 
even John Burns has revolted. He is at the 
head of the local government board and is 
determined to sift this matter down and pre- 
vent such amazing waste of money. There is 
a growing agitation to abolish the boards of 
poor law guardians and turn over the control 
of workhouses to the borough authorities.

San Francisco, Cal., May 9.—Roses and 
carnations, instead of brickbats and cobble- 
stones, were features of today’s run of two 
cars of the United railroads, manned by 
twenty strike breakers, through the business 
and residence streets of the western addition.

In Sacra- 
mento street, near Presidio avenue, a girl 
ran out from a florist’s shop and tossed a 
handful of long stemmed carnations to the 
platform of one of the cars. The cars were 
fhalted then, and young women brought 
clusters of carnations and roses from the shop 
and offered them to the men. From a baker 
shop in the neighborhood a woman came 
hurrying, her hands full of small cakes hot 
from the oven. They were devoured in a 
twinkling by the uniformed recipients, and 
she ran back to her shop and brought more. 

But the afternoon’s trip was not all cakes 
and flowers. A crowd of more than 1,000 
strikers and strike sympathizers jog trotted 
for blocks along the sidewalks reviling the 
car men and yelling threats. Now and then 
a stone or brick was thrown.

MEET ON COMMON GROUND | 


Both Sides Declare in Favor of 
‘Enforcement of the Dram- 
shop Ordinances. 


Two hundred saloonkeepers sat down to a 
banquet last night in the ordinary of the 
Sherman house, imbibed a few harmless 
drinks such as sherry, claret, and punch 
benedictine, and then listened to several re- 
formers tell them how to run their business 
on reform lines. 

It was the twenty-fifth anniversary banquet 
given by the district of Cook of the Liquor 
Dealers association of Illinois, and, with the 
invited guests, it became the strangest. 

If the large, comfortable looking men took 
away anything with them besides a good 
dinner it was a determination not only to 
obey the law themselves in the future, but to 
get after every one of their members who 
didn’t obey the law. 

The policy of the new city administration 
toward the liquor dealers was outlined by 
Corporation Counsel E. J. Brundage. He 
said they d all get a square deal. They would 
be treated alike. One man wouldn't be al- 
lowed to keep his saloon open until 2 or 8 a. 
m. and another have to close promptly at 1 
o'clock. 

Plain Talk by Cleland. 

After Judge Mackenzie Cleland of the Max- 
well street Municipal court had finished 
toasting the saloonkeepers gently over a slow 
fire, they were about ready to start out and 
arrest every saloonkeeper in town who ever 
had sold as much as a glass of beer to a 
minor or a habitual drunkard 

Judge Cleland made no apologies for being 
a reformer. ‘ 

Nobody loves a coward,” said he, an 
everybody hates a hypocrite, so I'm going to 
tell you some plain truths. I’m improving 
some. Right after my election a saloonkeeper 
said I wasn't fit to be a judge anywhere ex- 
cept in Hyde Park, because I never drank 
a glass of beer in my life. Now I have ad- 
vanced to such a stage that I not only am 
not considered fit to sit on saloonkeepers'’ 
cases, but you invite me here to tell you how 
to run your business. [Laughter and ap- 
plause]. 

“A great many persons are prejudiced 
against the liquor business. I confess Im 
one of them. I came by it honestly. My 
father was a preacher. When I went on the 
bench I tried to put that prejudice away, be- 
cause I realized that any one with a prejudice 
against any class of citizens was unfit to be 
judge. [Applause. | 

Tells of Parole System. 

“I am trying, as you know, by the parole 
system to restore drunkards and loafers to 
their families. I was told by one saloon- 
keeper with whom I had remonstrated for 
selling Uquor to an inebriate:. But I can’t 
take the time to find out whether a man is an 
habitual drunkard or not. Besides if I am 
arrested the association will defend me.“ 

Cries of No! No!“ 

“If that is not true, you gentlemen ought 
to let the public know it. You must stand by 
the law. You have large property interests. 
You have children who are attending the 
public schools as my children are. Whether 
they will obey or defy the law depends on the 
example you set before them. 

Lou are dealing with edged tools. There 
may be those who can drink without harm to 
themselves, but there are many who by their 
appetite for drink bring untold misery on 
themselves or their families.“ 


Brundage’s Speech Makes a Hit. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage made a 
speech that pleased the saloonkeepers all 
the way through. 

“If I dame here as a reformer,“ said he, 
“it was under false representation, for I am 
not. Only 20 per cent of the population of 
our city is native born. The rest is a large 
cosmopolitan organization which has come 
here to enjoy personal liberty. From my 
experience—and I have been actively en- 
gaged in politics for years—I say many of 
our best citizens are engaged in the liquor 
business, Many of our saloonkeepers are 
tender hearted men and a light in their com- 
munity. People go to them not only for 
financial assistance but for advice, which is 
always give freely and honestly.” 

Then Mr. Brundage said that in most states 
the only persons who have to give certificates 
of good moral ‘character are saloonkeepers 
and lawyers. 

When you find a man who is disobeying 
the lawé relating to his business, said he, 
vou ought to oust him if you can.“

One of the things that we hope will not 
be emagculated from our new charter is the 
section that will give Chicago the rigut to 
let the majority decide whether saloons are 
to be allowed to remain open on Sunday.

The directors, obedient to Harriman’s de- 
mands, at once authorized the issue of 875. 

Almost 
at the same time they authorized an issue 
of new Southern Pacific stock to the amount 
of $36,000,000, also to pay off floating in- 
debtedness, making a total of $110,000,000 
new securities of the Harriman lines thrown 
unexpectedly on the market. 


Wild Rush to Sell. 

The news struck the street a blow 
squarely between the eyes. The directors 
did not meet until 11 o'clock. Before that 
hour, under the stress of pleasurable antici- 
pation of a fine big, juicy melon to be cut, 
T'nion Pacific stock advanced from 146 to 
149%. 

At 2 o’clock came the news of what actual- 
ly happened. Instantly there was a wild 
rush of selling orders, which brought about 
the greatest confusion of stock selling at 
widely different prices in different parts of 
the crowd. 

The net result of the scramble to unload

U. P. Finances Explained. 

Just what happened at the Union Pacific 
directory meeting is shown by a statement 
submitted to the board by Mr. Harriman, of 
which synopsis follows: ; 

Tone estimated earnings over operating 
expenses for the year ending June 30, 1907, 
were $32,465,000. Deducting from this the 
fixed charges would leave a surplus of ap- 
proximately $22,900,000. 

In addition to the above income the com- 
pany will receive interest and dividends other 
than from investment securities, which will 
bring the total income up to $36,324,000. After 
paying the dividend on the preferred stock 
$4,000,000 and tae dividend on the common 
stock $20,000,000, there would be something 
over $12,000,000 over and above all requtre- 
ments of every kind. 


Southern Pacific Affairs. 

At the present time the floating debt of the 
Southern Pacific company is 332.300 000. of 
which $14,250,000 is due the Union Pacific 
railroad company. 

Other than the above the company has the 
following assets against which there has not 
been any issue of capital obligations: Bonds 
and stocks, principally of oil companies in 
California. $10,947,000; construction ad- 
vances, $25,000,000, for about 550 miles of 
completed railway, for about 1,635 miles, 
partly under construction, and for change of 
gauge of Nevada and California line, and 
reconstruction of southeastern California 
lines; for acquisition of new lines, $14.768,000; 
for electric railways, principally around Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake City, $16,234.000; for 
steamships, $7,255,000; for real estate, $13,- 
857,000, making total expenditures uncap- 
italized, $140,000,000 in round numbers. 


Authorizes New Debt. 

The board, after considering the above 
statement, decided to authorize an increase 
of $100,000,000 in the common stock of the 
company, bringing the total authorized 
amount of common stock up to more than 
$296,000,000. Of this $100,000,000 of new com- 
mon, however, the directors decided to use 
but $42,000,000, predicating this amount of 
new stock on an issue of $75,000,000 converti- 
ble bonds. The bonds are to be convertible 
into common stock at 175 and wit! be offered 
to the stockholders at 90. The company will 
thus realize from them $67,500,006 tn cash.

Berry Looks for Trouble. 

Senator Berry’s inclination, when the sen- 
ate committee was called to order in the 
afternoon, seemed to be to get into executive 
session as rapidly as possible. He had di- 
Vested himself of his coat and he stood at 
the head of the committee table catching 
nervously at the electric light bulb which 
swung down in front of him, using it as a 
‘punching bag from time to time. 

Evidently it was on Senator Berry’s mind 
that a considerable political mess was about 
to be made as soon as the committee started 
away on the redistricting proposition, and 
that it would be more seemly to have this 
mese made and cleaned up without any more 
publicity than could be avoided.

Wants to Talk Politics.

I have re- 
frained from talking politics here in Spring- 
field and it is possible that because I have 
done so some of the members of the com- 
mittee may have the impression that I cannot 
do so.

“There is no reason for an executive ses- 
sion,” he said; it's pretty well known that 
some politics has to be played in this charter.

Democrats Block Effort to Give 
Cook County Commission- 
ers Four Year Term.

Springfield, III., May 9.—[{Special.]—In the 
senate this evening the Berry bill and the 
Burton resolution, both for the relief of

It declares it to be the 
sense of the legislature that the endeavor to 
recover from the bondsmen in these cases 
work a great and unjust hardship to many 
innocent persons and recommends to the ad- 
ministrative officers of the state that they 
do not proceed further to recover the money. 


Gas Bill Is Killed. 

The senate killed Senator Putnam's gas 
regulating bill which would have given other 
cities of the state the same right to regu- 
late gas and electric light rates which Chi- 
cago secured two years ago by failing to 
vote. There were no votes against, but there 
were only twenty-two for it, the majority of 
the senators sitting sifent. Lieut. Gov. Sher- 
man ruled that there was no quorum and dis- 
solved the senate. 

At the afternoon session of the house Rep- 
resentative Hill's ‘pill to protect the flag 
against both advertising defacements and 
against insult was passed by a vote of 150 to 
0. It re@nacts the old flag law of the state, 
which was declared unconstitutional by the 
State Supreme court. The United States 
Supreme court recently held that such legis- 
lation was constitutional, and Representa- 
tive Hill is endeavoring to put the law back 
on the statute books. 

The house also passed Representative 
Danaher’s bill designed to put clairvoyants 
and spiritualists out of business. It pro- 
hibits them from accepting money for card or 
palm reading, seances, etc. .

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MUSEUM TRUSTEES ANSWER 
PLEA OF MONTGOMERY WARD | ¢ 


Show That Law Intends Public Use of 
Park Lands, Whether Vacant or with 
Building. 


The trustees of the Field museum filed in 
the Superior court yesterday their answer to 
the bill of complaint through which Mont- 
gomery Ward is seeking to prohibit the erec- 
tion of the museum on the lake front. It is 
declared that the legislature never intended 
to prohibit the erection of public buildings 
on public land such as Grant park. 

It is denied that by the words public 
ground forever to remain vacant "’ it was in- 
tended to exclude buildings proper and neces- 
sary for the making of a great public park; 
that the meaning and purpose of this state- 
ment was that no private buildings not in- 
tended to be used for or in connection with 
proper park purposes might ae placed on the 
public grounds. 

The site of the proposed museum is east 
of Michigan avenue, in Congress street, and is 
one-half mile or more south of the Ward 
property, and, the defendants assert, would 
not in any wise interfere with any of his 
easements of view, light, or air. 


Rallway Men Talk Insurance. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 9.—The sessions of the bien- 
nial convention of the Brotherhood of Rallway 
Trainmen today were devoted to the reports of 
grand lodge officers which had received the recom- 
mendations of committees. The matter of dis- 
puted insurance claims, amounting to about $200,- 
000, was taken up.

DO wor PREJUDGE THE CASE. 

There is no large number of citizens in 
the community except the sotialists and 
the extreme labor agitators who are dis 
posed to prejudge the Moyer-Haywood 
case. The sentiment in the community 1s 
that the men should have a fair trial, 
that ff found guilty: they should be pun- 
ished, and if shown to be innocent should 
promptly be acquitted; that they should 
have the benefit of every reasonable doubt;

The socialists, without knowing what 
the evidence is, insist vehemently on the 
presumption of innocence. They are or 
ganizing parades end meetings in many 
parts of the country, ‘The demonstration 
in New York is said to have brought out 
40,000 men. Yet from the nature of the 
case few, if any, of the persons who have 
participated in the parades know whether 
the men are innocent or guilty, or know 
What the evidence against them is. The 
socialist newspapers ere most violent in 
their denunciation of everybody who 
wishes to have the men tried. 

Surely they should be tried if only for 
the purpose of establishing their inno- 
cence, if they are innocent. They cannot 
afford to rest under the cloud which now 
hangs over them, and to have it alleged, 
in the absence of 4 trial, that they have 
been guilty of a dastardly assassination— 
if they are able to prove that they had no 
connection with it. 


NO HALF War MEASURES. 

The improvement of Michigan avenue 

contemplated by the Commercial club wil 
de wholly inadequate if it shall consist o 
an elevated roadway on the avenue proper. 
Such an improvement would be only a 
temporary oge, and would disappoint the 
expectations of the people. 
Viaduets are never popular. People use 
them reluctantly, and only when compelled 
to cross a number of railroad tracks or 
to approach a bridge, A viaduct in Michi- 
gan avenue from Randolph or Washington 
street to the river would be little used 
except by some daring drivers of automo- 
/ biles. Pedestrians would not care for it. 
Ordinary vehicles would not use it. It 
‘would possibly increase rather than dimin- 
ish the congestion of traffic on the surface 
roadway. "~~ 

There is no instance in the world where 
a double deck street has been successfully 
operated. The experiment would not suc- 
ceed in Chicago. Either one or the other 
deck would be neglected as undesirable, 
and probably it would be the upper one. 
The lower part of the street being de- 
prived of sunshine would become dark, 
noisome, and unwholesome. Probably the 
property owners would claim heavy dam- 
ages, and certainly the last state of Michi- 
gan avenue would be worse than the first. 

The Commercial club and the authori- 
ties who have the matter in charge should 
not be content with half way measures. 
They should make Michigan avenue what 
it was intended to be and must be if it 
is to be useful to the residents of the 
north and south sides—namely: a boule 
vard, attractive in appearance, with a 
good, smooth, level roadway, open to the 
sun and the light,, and not obstructed by 
heavy teaming. If Michigan avenue were 
widened from Randolph street north by 
twenty feet and paved with asphalt, it 
would eventually be the kind of thorough- 
fare the people are looking for. 


THE BEAM IN THE EYE. 

‘A New York magazine has devoted 
much space to reprinting articles from 
Chicago newspapers ‘written many months 
ago at a time when administrative condi- 
tions in Chicago were favorable to a wave 
of crime. Since then the police force has 
| been enlarged and the management of the 
: force taken from the hands of those who 
had proved themselves unfit. A new ad- 
ministration has begun, and the charac- 
terizations of fifteen months ago are not 
applicable, The summary of the article 
is: Put plainly and simply, the fact is 
that crime and vice have been breaking 
down orderly civilization in Chicago.” 

After considering the mote in the eye of 
Chicago it was right that New York 
should consider the beam in its own eye. 
The Outlook for May 4 and the New 
York World for May 6 show the result of 
this self-scrutiny. The World says: 
“There are more than 10,000 professional 
criminals at large in Greater New York 
today, the police estimate. This does not 
include the petty thieves and persons of 
criminal tendencies, who also have to be 
reckoned Wh. Statistics of the 
last six months prove that detection, re- 
pression, and correction are not keeping 
pace with the steady increasé of crime. 
It is known that ‘Fagin’ schools 
exist throughout the city, where children 
are taught thieving. In one day—<April 
80—twenty-five boys were arraigned in 
the Ohildren’s court in Brooklyn on 
charges of burglary.” The World also 
j publishes a map to show that crime is not 
confined. to one part of the city, but reigns

Just why Mrs. Bearne has chosen to call the 
four French women whose lives she has 
chronicled “ HEROINES OF FRENCH S80O- 
CIETY” (J. P. Dutton & Co.) is not exactly 
clear, but arbitration of this point need not 
delay the enjoyment of some excellent biog- 
raphy.

International Policy Holders’

| Fixing“ Ballots. 


New Tork. bites: 9.— (Special. j—When 
George R. Scrugham, manager of the inter- 
national policy holders’ committee, appeared 
this morning before Magistrate House for ex- 
amination on the charge that he was gullty 
of a conspiracy in connection with the re- 
cent election of trustees of the New York 
Life Insurance company, he got.an unpleas- 
ant surprise. Charles F. Carrington, who 
was one of his assistants and who was ar- 
rested with him for conspiracy, suddenly an- 
nounced he waived examination. Then he 
went on the stand and accused Scrugham of 


„doing practically all the things which the 


district attorney s office charged when Mr. 
Scrugham was arrested last week at Albany. 

“ Scrugham told me that when any of the 
administration ballots fell into my hands 
‘there was no need of sending them to the 
company,’ testified Carrington, and he 
added jocularly that I might send them up- 
stairs to him, as he had some er for 
them.“ 

Carrington said that when the first ballots 
began to come in they were examined by clip- 
ping off a small strip of the end of the en- 
velope after which the envelopes were care- 
fully resealed. If defective ballots were found 
they were “ fixed up.“ 


. Alterations Like 1 

This was done, he said, by Scrugham’s 
order. When there was plenty of time the 
defective ballots and envelopes were re- 
turned to the policy holder with a request 
that he make the correction. He said that 
acting upon instructions from Scrugham he 
told the clerks to make as close a copy of the 
policy hoiders’ signatures as possibie. Later, 
when the time was growing short, he was 
told to instruct the girls not to take any 
great care in this respect. He said the reason 
the altered and correct ballots were kept 
separate was so taat if correct envelopes 
and ballots came in from policy holders they 
could be substituted for the altered ones, 

Although Scrugham was hard hit by the 
testimony and surprised at - Carrington’s 
change of front he did not show it. He re- 
fused to make any statement on the testi- 
mony, but his friends intimated that Car- 
rington’s testimony was part of a plant.“ 


Frisco Fire Loss $350,000,000. 

The San Francisco conflagration of April, 
1906, swept away not only every dollar of 
profit previously made by the insurance 
companies out of underwriting since 1860, 
but cost them $70,708,174 besides, according

After the 
Chicago fire over fifty joint stock fire insur- 
ance companies went into liquidation and 
many more after the Boston fire the follow- 
ing vear.“ , 

President Burchell said the year 1906 was 
the most disastrous in the history of fire 
insurance.

ON NEW COUNTY BUILDING. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage and 
Commissioner Hanberg Join Hands 
to End Labor Trouble. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage and Com- 
missioner Hanberg joined hands yesterday in 
an effort to have work resumed on the county 
building, where operations have been sus- 
pended owing to the strike of the bricklay- 
ers. The bricklayers’ union has so far shown 
no disposition to compromise on its original 
demands. 

A statement was issued by the Masons and 
Contractors’ association. The association 
consists of about sixty builders who seceded 
a few months ago from the Masons and 
Builders’ association. It is claimed that at-

These charges were denied emphatically, 
and it was stated that the contractors’ asso- 
ciation had been totally ignorant that a strike 
was imminent. 

The monster demonstration planned for 
May 19 by Moyer-Haywood sympathizers 
among labor union men may be peremptorily 
stopped by the federal authorities, according 
to a statement made yesterday by Capt. T. 
I. Porter, head of the local secret service 
bureau. The massmeeting is scheduled to be 
held in a vacant lot at Loomis and Harri 
son streets, following a parade through the 
downtown streets.

now on we believe that Indiana will have 90 
per cent of a normal cro 
presumes perfect conditions from now on. 
During the last two weeks crops in this vicin- 
ity, have shown considerable improvement. 
The general opinion seems to be that the im- 
provement amounts to from 10 to 15 per cent. 
The situation is, of course, full of possibili- 
ties, but with average conditions we should 
have a considerable crop, while with good 
conditions we should raise close to an aver- 
age yield, the damage being offset by the 
increased acreage.”’ 


The May government crop, report will be 
issued this morning at 11 Odlock. The im- 
pression has gained ground among traders 
that the report will be more bearish than 
some of the private estimates and state re- 
ports would indicate. A year ago the con- 
dition of winter wheat was given at 91, with 
the acreage at 20,623,000 acres, indicating a 
crop of 458,000,000 bu. On April 1 this year 
the condition was estimated at 89.9, on an 
acreage of 31,665,000 acres, suggesting a crop 
of 485,000,000 bu. Some redaction in both the 
acreage and in the condition is expected, but 
not so large as some of the crop experts 
place them. In 1905 the May condition of 
winter wheat was given at 92.5, and in 1904 
at 76.5. Snow estimated the condition of 
winter wheat in his May report at 76.1. 


Board of trade members appeared to be 
little concerned over the defeat of the anti- 
bucket shop bill at Springfield, Many mem- 
bers were unaware of the introduction of the 
bil, The primary object of the measure was 
to remedy the present statute relating to 
bucket shops by defining more clearly what 
constitutes a bucket shop. The bill was in 
this respect along the same lines of the stat- 
utes which have recently been passed in 
Iowa, Missour!, Indiana, and other states. 
The board of trade did not send any one to 
Springfield to work for the bill or take any 
steps to secure its passage, while it is under- 
stood that there was a powerful lobby work- 
ing to prevent its becoming a law. 


Parties familiar with Canadian wheat con- 
ditions claim that wheat sown in Manitoba 
up to May 20 stands a reasonably fair chance 
for maturing without mishap, but later than 
that the chances for the crop being matured 
are precarious. Under the most favorable 
conditions Manitoba wheat will mature in 
eighty days, but the average wheat sea- 
son is ninety to 100 days. Under favorable 
conditions a crop sown the middle of May 
will mature as soon as one sown in April. 
The danger in late seeding lies principally 
in the event of cold weather in midsummer, 
making a late harvest, as the crop is liable 
to be nipped by frost in the middle of August 
while still in the milk stage. 


Reports regarding corn seeding were con- 
tradictory. Several messages were received 
from different points throughout the belt, 
claiming that the seeding would be late, 
while others asserted that the grain was go- 
ing into the ground in fair season and under 
favorable conditions. Barlett-Frazier had 
several messages from Iowa, Nebraska, and 
Indiana claiming that the ground was in ex- 
cellent condition for planting and that seed- 
ing would soon be progressing favorably. 
Missouri points wired that the seed sown 
several weeks ago had rotted in the ground 
and that seeding was impossible now, as the 
ground was soggy wet. 


New York wired Logan-Bryan: The 
total sales of No. 2 red this season for Lis- 
bon are estimated at about 700,000 bu so 
far. Yesterday a cargo of 211,000 bu cleared, 
and it is understood there is about 250,000 
bu more to go out. This practically clears 
up the local stock of No. 2 red.

Stock of the Chicago Subway company 
drags around $17.00 a share, furnishing ev.

company in the matter of earnings. All pre- 
dictions heretofore made by the management 
as to what the tunnels would do have lacked 
fulfillment. 

It is admitted the tunnels are ready for 
operation, that they are connected with the 
railroads and with a number of business 
houses, and yet tue freight hauled is incon- 
siderable. It would appear that the principal 
business ahead of the company now is one 
of operation and securing of new business. 
The new business comes in slowly. Little is 
heard of operation, for there ig not much 
doing. 

While the financial management is in the 
east, it would appear that its wishes d.m- 
inate too much the situation in Chicago, and 
interfere, if anything, with the developmen: 
of the property. What appears to be needed 
is a live, local operating company, which will 
take charge of the traffic and see tnat ii 18 
developed properly. The people who several 
years ago became enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of the tunnels have not changed their 
opinion. They insist the business is here and 
that the tunnels can take cart of it—but they 
do not. It is in the nature of a transfer 
business, and eo should not be hedged about 
with tariffs as of necessity is the freight 
business of a steam railroad. The simpisst 
method of operation will bring the best and 
most satisfactory results, and results ae 
now a factor missing from the company’s 
affairs. The cars and the tracks are ready 
for business, but the transportation capacity 
is not availed of. 

All expenditures on the tunnels other than 
equipment are in the nature of payments for 
the right to operate. The cost of the borcs 
cannot be mortgaged, for the bores revert 
without consideration to the city at the end 
of the franchise, A transportation company 
having large investments on such terms 
snould make its principal business that of 
getting tonnage. There is no sinking fund 
clause in the mortgage securing the bonds, 
activity in our affairs and led us to makea 
change is made, will find themselves at the 
end of the term of the franchise in the pos- 
session of securities calling for redemption, 
witnout the means wherewith to redeem 
them. 

Story of Sulzberger Stock. 

Some light on the large percentage of own- 
ership of the stock of Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger by Swift & Co. interests has been shed 
by Jesse N. Sulzberger, son of the founder of 
the firm. He declared his father owned more 
than 51 per cent of the stock and never would 
part with a share of it. He added that it 
seemed right, however, to let the public know 
the real truth of the matter, and continued: 

“There had been with us for twenty-five 
years Frederick Josephs, who had worked up 
from the bottom of the ladder to the position 
of vice president. After his marriage to Mr. 
Schwarzgschild’s daughter he obtained 7,000 
shares of stock in the company. Atthetime 
he received this block the stock was worth 
more than $200 a share. 

“For what reason, under what pressure, is 
not known, but the fact remains that three 
years ago he sold his holdings to Swift & Co. 
In spite of this he retained his position as 
vice president and continued in active charge 
of a branch of the business. From other 
minority stockholders, other members of the 
trust obtained additional shares, until their 
holdings on Jan. 1 of this year totaled 20,000 
ehkres of our stock. 

It was this increase in their holdings 
which directed our attention to the trust’s 
activity in our affair and led us to make a 
careful investigation as to the sources from 
which it had been able to purchase this stock. 
When We discovered that Mr. Josephs had 
parted with his Interests we asked him for 
an explanation, but none was forthcoming. 
Accordingly, early in March we called a 
meeting of the stockholders, at which Mr. 
Josephs’ resignation was received and ac- 
cepted.”
